The holiday season is notoriously stress- 
ful for people with drinking problems and 
eating issues. But times have never been 
tougher for those diagnosed with a contro- 
versial disorder called “compulsive buying,” 
or “shopaholism.” 

On Black Friday the day after Thanksgiving 
and the first official day of the holiday shop- 
ping season, 31-year-old confessed shopahol- 
ic Nikki Ebben was holed up in her bedroom 
in Appleton, Wis., while her husband went 
to Wal-Mart to snag a $500 flat-screen TV. 
Ebben, who has maxed out 15 credit cards 
and racked up more than $80,000 in debt, 
says she vowed to stay away from stores. Still, 
she couldn’t resist the temptation of e-com- 
merce, particularly the appeal of 30 percent 
off and free shipping. While her husband 
was gone, she spent $400 at toysrus.com and 
target.com, using money from the couple’s 
joint bank account. 

“I went crazy” admits Ebben, whose moth- 
er stopped speaking to her for a time because 


SHOPPING LIKE IT’S HOT 

A group of Stanford University researchers 
caused a stir in 2006 when they reported 
in the American Journal of Psychiatry that 
about 5.8 percent of the U.S. population 
can be said to have “compulsive buying 
behavior.” The researchers, who conducted 
a random survey of 2,513 people, were 
surprised to find that it affects men and 
women almost equally. Compulsive buyers 
tend to be younger and earn less than 
$50,000 a year.

she owed her parents so much money 
This year, the combination of retailers’ 
aggressive discounting and current econom- 
ic anxiety “is a disaster” for people who feel a 
compulsion to shop, says Terrence Shulman, 
a social worker and founder of the Shulman 
Center for Compulsive Theft and Spending, 
in Franklin, Mich. 

The bombardment of promotional e-mails 
and discount coupons from retailers this sea- 
son is “like giving matches to a pyromaniac,” 


says April Benson, a New York psychothera- 
pist who specializes in the disorder. 

Benson urges her clients to unsubscribe 
from retailers’ e-mail lists, block TV chan- 
nels like QVC and avoid “danger zones,” 
such as Wal-Mart on Black Friday The sil- 
ver lining of the current economic crisis, she 
says, is that many compulsive shoppers are 
seeing their credit lines cut off, and that is 
forcing them to reckon with their illness. 
The problem: They often have no money 
left to pay for therapy, which frequently isn’t 
covered by insurance. 

Compulsive buying is not listed in the 
American Psychiatric Association’s catalog 
of officially recognized psychiatric disorders 
but is under consideration for inclusion in 
the next edition, to be released in 2011. 

Ebben says she’s embarrassed by her expe- 
rience, but she agreed to be interviewed in 
hopes that she could raise awareness of the 
problem. “This disease has such a profound 
effect and complicates the lives of so many 
people,” she says.

Court 
lights 
up big 
tobacco

WASHINGTON The Supreme Court on 
Monday handed a surprising defeat to 
tobacco companies counting on it to put 
an end to lawsuits alleging deceptive mar- 
keting of “light” cigarettes. 

In a 5-4 split won by the court’s liber- 
als, it ruled that smokers may use state 
consumer protection laws to sue cigarette 
makers for the way they promote “light” 
and “low tar” brands. 

The decision was at odds with recent 
anti-consumer rulings that limited state 
regulation of business in favor of federal 
power. 

Altria Group argued on behalf of 
its Philip Morris USA subsidiary that 
the lawsuits are barred by the federal 
cigarette labeling law, which forbids states 
from regulating any aspect of cigarette 
advertising that involves smoking and 
health. 

Justice John Paul Stevens, however, said 
in his majority opinion that the labeling 
law does not shield the companies from 
state laws against deceptive practices. 
The decision forces tobacco companies 
to defend dozens of suits filed by smokers 
in Maine, where the case originated, and 
across the country 

People suing the cigarette makers still 
must prove that the use of “light” and 
“lowered tar” actually violate the state 
anti-fraud laws, but those lawsuits may go 
forward, Stevens said. 

Altria senior vice president and 
associate general counsel Murray Garnick 
said the company still could prevail in 
these fraud lawsuits. “We continue to 
view these cases as manageable, and the 
company will assert many of the strong 
defenses used successfully in the past to 
defend against this very type of case,” 
Garnick said. 

Justice Clarence Thomas, writing for 
the dissenters, said the lawsuit should 
be thrown out because it relies on claims 
about smokers’ health. 

The lawsuit argues that the company 
knew for decades that smokers of light 
cigarettes compensate for the lower 
levels of tar and nicotine by taking 
longer puffs and compensating in other 
ways.

These drivers lose 
badges of honor 

In “The Scarlet Letter,” heroine Hester Prynne bears her shame on 
her chest. In the CTA’s case, their sometime shame comes in the 
form of badges worn by bus operators-gone-bad. 

Over the last few weeks, the “Going Public” inbox has been brim- 
ming with messages from riders unhappy about operator behavior. 
Here are the worst two in the bad-bus bunch: 

Rumble on the route 

A No. 144-Marine/Michigan Express rider e-mailed about a bus 
operator threatening to “whup his ass” for asking about the speed 
of the southbound bus. Kevin Swinehart, 44, said he asked about 
the speed only because the bus seemed to be going approximately 
15 mph, and he wanted to know if he should take his chances on 
another bus. 

“He refused to give me his name or badge number,” Swinehart 
wrote in the e-mail. “Seems the law against threatening CTA 
employees has a proviso where the CTA employee can threaten pas- 
sengers.” 

Not so, Swinehart, CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor says. Taylor 
encourages riders to contact the CTA at ctahelp@transitchicago.com 
or 1-888-YOUR-CTA with details including time of travel, loca- 
tion and route. Based on Swinehart’s e-mail to me, he has enough 
information, though not a badge number, to help the agency narrow 
down his whodunit. 

This operator’s alleged behavior also begs the question of whether 
it would be helpful for the CTA to have audio installed on existing 
onboard cameras. Wouldn’t that help determine what really went 
down in bus blowups? It’s under discussion, Taylor said, adding: 
“Some customers think it would be helpful, but there may be others 
who would consider it invasive.” 

Reading sign language 

A Gold Coast pedestrian said a southbound No. 36 -Broadway blew 
through a stop sign and nearly hit him as he stepped into the cross- 
walk at Pearson and State Streets earlier this month. 

‘As a pedestrian, watching out for the ignorant cab drivers in this 
town is bad enough, but it’s easy to write them off as independent 
drivers who don’t give a damn,” Tom Roper, 41, wrote. “It’s the job of 
bus drivers to ensure the safety of the riding and walking public.” 

The incident involving Roper is being investigated, according to 
Taylor, who said CTA customer service forwarded the complaint to 
the general manager of the bus garage where the No. 36 originates. 

If the operator is determined to be in the wrong, he or she could 
be disciplined through progressive guidelines ranging from written 
warnings to termination, according to Taylor. Disciplinary measures 
also take into account whether the operator has had other infrac- 
tions, Taylor said. 

Here’s hoping justice is served in both bus cases. That would spare 
the CTA at least two scarlet letters.

Maryanne and Larry Sickels say they eat 
organic produce, use energy-saving light 
bulbs, compost their food garbage in their 
pine grove and even mix their own household 
cleansers. 

The ecomania doesn’t stop there. Maryanne 
Sickels, 33, said she brings a travel mug when 
she meets friends for coffee and sometimes 
takes her friends’ disposable coffee cups 
home to recycle them. And if a friend throws 
a recyclable away in the garbage at the Sickels’ 
home? She’ll pick through the garbage, wash 
the container and put it into a blue bin. 

But life wasn’t always this green for the 
Spring Grove couple. 

“[Larry] was using aerosol deodorant and 
aerosol hairspray and not giving thought to 
unplugging appliances,” said Maryanne, who 
said she went green about a decade ago and 
now works as a representative for Shaklee, a 
natural nutrition and green cleaning products 
company 

Larry Sickels, 36, agreed it took some 
prodding from his wife to trash some of his 
anti-green ways. 

‘After she kept introducing things into our 
daily home, I just started to follow suit,” he 
said. “It just becomes part of the everyday” 

As more people decide to live a green 
lifestyle, they’ll have to consider how 
the decision impacts their relationships 
and friendships— for better or for worse. 
Greeniacs who talked to RedEye said they’ve 
attempted to push their friends and family

have left is one with the Earth. 

Luckily for them, Mother Nature is a 
pretty popular gal. A March Gallup poll of 
about 1,000 adults found that 28 percent of 
Americans reported making “major changes” 
in their lifestyles to protect the environment. 
Fifty-five percent of those surveyed said they 
made minor lifestyle changes. 

The most common ways respondents said 
they altered their habits were by recycling, 
driving less, buying biodegradable products 
and conserving energy 
Those are some of the changes Elisa 
Redish, 19, is trying to implement in her 
Northwestern University dorm. 

Redish, who lives in Chapin Hall on the 
Evanston campus, said she periodically e- 


mails students in her dorm to remind them 
of the types of plastic they can recycle and 
how they can reduce the dorm’s energy 
consumption. 

Sometimes Redish, who is minoring in 
environmental studies, finds her messages 
elicit a less-than-friendly response. 

Redish said people often will tease her by 
purposefully throwing a water bottle or a 
cardboard box away, and she sometimes sees 
eyes roll when she tells fellow students they 
should unplug a lamp because it’s taking up 
energy even though the lamp is turned off. 

“It depends on the person ... some just get 
frustrated,” Redish said. “I do realize when 
I have to tone it down and not be preachy 
about it.”

Jonathan Pirc of Lakeview said he quickly 
learned not to preach to his friends about the 
green life. 

Pirc, 24, said the green light bulb went off 
over his head in January 2007, when he joined 
afreshsqueeze.com, a source of green living 
information for Chicagoans. Pirc said he didn’t 
recycle before then, and now he recycles old 
computer equipment, reuses water and coffee 
containers, utilizes compact fluorescent light 
bulbs and eats organic food. 

So is it too much to ask that his friends and 
family to follow suit? 

Apparently it is. Pirc said some of his friends 
and family members weren’t interested in 
going green no matter how much Pirc pressed. 
A few friends even went to the opposite end 


of the green spectrum just to spite him. 

Pirc said his friends blatantly threw their 
cans, bottles and papers into the garbage 
instead of the nearby recycling bin so Pirc 
would have to sort the recyclables out. 

As a result, Pirc said he toned down his 
rhetoric and started subtly urging his green 
message. Now his family members eat more 
organic food than they did two years ago, Pirc 
reports. (Greeniacs prefer organic produce 
because non-organic produce sometimes 
is grown with pesticides that can create a 
chemical-filled runoff that pollutes drinking 
water.) 

“People aren’t going to live green [because] 
you tell them to. They’re going to do it on 
their own accord,” Pirc said. 


Because having to change others’ lifestyles 
can be such a turnoff, at least one green 
singles dating site has blossomed, especially 
in Chicago. Planetearthsingles.com has 
attracted a few thousand members from the 
Chicago area, said Jill Crosby, who handles 
marketing for the site. 

But finding a green spouse might be easier 
than finding a green circle of friends. 

Dr. Sarah Pressman Lovinger of Evanston, 
a medical internist who runs healthyplanet 
healthypeople.org, said she doesn’t “have 
any friends that are idiots and don’t value 
recycling,” but occasionally she encounters 
neighbors who use paper plates and aren’t 
concerned about food waste. 

That really bothers Lovinger, 47, who said 


her house is “as green as I can possibly make 
it.” Lovinger said she eats local produce, uses 
cloth napkins, drinks organic wine, composts 
her banana peels and edamame skins and 
hangs her laundry to dry 

So when Lovinger encounters a black-and- 
white environmental situation, there is no 
gray, just green. 

Lovinger recalled a barbecue hosted by a 
neighbor she knew uses (gasp!) paper plates, 
so she brought reusable plates for the party 
and washed them afterward. 

“If I go to someone else’s house, I might 
make small suggestions, but I can’t change 
their ways,” Lovinger said. “I do think it can 
affect friendships. I don’t think it’s an issue to 
think delicately on.” tswartz@tribune.com

State lawmakers take 
the first step to remove 
Blagojevich from office

SPRINGFIELD The Illinois House launched its 
first-ever impeachment probe of a governor 
Monday, promising weeks of hearings detailing 
Gov Blagojevich’s alleged abuse of power, from 
enacting massive programs without legislative 
approval to seeking to sell the U.S. Senate seat 
vacated by President-elect Obama. 

But the House also held off on calls to strip 
the disgraced governor of his power to appoint 
Obama’s successor, angering Republicans who 
accused Democrats of a power play aimed at 
protecting their dominance of state politics. 

House lawmakers voted 113-0 to authorize a 
committee to investigate a host of pay-to-play 
allegations leveled against the governor, just 
six days after he was arrested by federal agents 
at his North Side home. The vote marked 
the unique circumstance of Democratic law- 
makers leading a bid to displace Illinois’ first 
Democratic governor in a quarter-century 

House Speaker Michael Madigan, though 
co-chairing Blagojevich’s 2006 re-election bid 
in a symbol of party unity, has been a top critic 
of the governor. 

Asked about the criminal complaint against 
the governor, Madigan said, “I’ve had an 
opportunity to know Mr. Blagojevich for over 
six years so I was not surprised.” 

The House panel is expected to hold several 
weeks of hearings, scheduled to begin Tuesday, 
and has the power to issue subpoenas and com- 
pel witnesses to testify The panel also will seek 
information from the U.S. attorney’s office as 
well as information gained from other parts of 
the federal investigation, such as information 
arising from the conviction of top Blagojevich 
adviser and fundraiser Antoin “Tony” Rezko.

Obama: Review shows 
no inappropriate contact 

President-elect Obama said Monday a review 
by his own lawyer shows he had no direct 
contact with Gov. Blagojevich about the 
appointment of a Senate replacement, and 
transition aides did nothing inappropriate.

Catherine Skol is not a wimp. She 
spent a decade as a Chicago police 
officer, working in rough assignments 
such as the tactical unit, until a head- 
on collision on the job put her on 
medical disability. 

But none of that prepared her for the 
hell of labor she endured last March 
when she arrived at Rush University 
Medical Center at about 4 a.m. to 
have her fifth child. A civil suit filed 
Monday in Cook County said Dr. Scott 
Pierce— a fill-in for Skol’s doctor who 
was out of town— arrived four hours 
later and immediately chastised Skol 
for not calling ahead. The suit said the 
doctor told Skol she would soon have 
the baby and that there was no time for 
pain medication. 

Later, Pierce allegedly told a nurse 
that Skol deserved the pain because 
she had not called before coming in. 
“Sometimes pain is the best teacher,” 
the suit quoted him as saying. 

Pierce also berated her and other 
hospital staff who questioned him, 
telling her to “Shut up, close your 
mouth and push,” the suit said. Pierce 
said Skol was likely to hemorrhage dur- 
ing birth and said the baby might die, 
causing Skol and her husband to fear 
complaining, the suit alleged. 

After the birth, Pierce gave Skol 
needless stitches for tiny tears, using a 
needle that was unnecessarily large, the 
suit alleged. 

A spokeswoman for Rush said 
Monday that the hospital doesn’t con- 
done the actions described in the suit 
but said Pierce is in private practice and 
not employed by the hospital. After an 
investigation, the hospital disciplined 
him with a written warning and indefi- 
nite probation. If he erred again, he 
would then be barred from the hospi- 
tal, she said. 

Skol’s attorney, Kathleen Zellner, 
said the Illinois Department of 
Professional Regulation also is investi- 
gating Pierce. Pierce declined to com- 
ment. 

“It was the worst pain I ever had in 
my life,” said Skol, 40. “I just don’t want 
him to hurt another person.”

Slip-sliding away 


As Donna Bavido walked out of Union Station on 
Monday morning, she saw the sheet of ice ahead and 
tried her best to avoid a fall. 

But fall she did. Twice. 

“I’m sore all over,” said the 52-year-old Round Lake 
resident who’s had back surgery, bilateral knee surgery 
and an Achilles tendon repaired. “My arms kill. I tried 
protecting my legs by falling on my arms.” 

Bavido called Metra to complain but was told the 
city was responsible for de-icing the sidewalk on Canal 
Street, where she fell. 

Officials with the Chicago Department of 
Transportation said Monday that businesses and resi- 
dents are responsible for clearing sidewalks adjacent 
to their property 

At Union Station, Amtrak was ultimately respon- 
sible. Amtrak officials said they had been pre-treat- 


ing the sidewalk before the freezing rain began early 
Monday and continued with salt, calcium chloride and 
chipping away tracts of ice. 

Bavido was by no means the only one who fell Monday 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital’s emergency room 
saw an increase in patients coming in with injuries such 
as sprains and broken bones because of slips and falls on 
the ice, said hospital spokeswoman Amy Dobrozsi.

D ALBANY, N.Y. A “Saturday Night Live” skit portraying New York’s 
blind governor as a bumbling leader didn’t get a laugh from Gov 
David Paterson. Paterson’s office said the skit ridiculed people with 
physical disabilities and implied that disabled people are incapable of 
having jobs with serious responsibilities. 

“The governor is sure that ‘Saturday Night Live,’ with all of its tal- 
ent, can find a way to be funny without being offensive,” Paterson 
spokesman Errol Cockfield said in a statement Sunday “Knowing the 
governor, he might even have some suggestions himself.” 

The skit that aired Saturday featured “SNE’ cast member Fred 
Armisen as Paterson, who must appoint someone to replace Sen. 
Hillary Clinton. Armisen said he has three criteria for filling the job: 
economic experience, upstate influence and someone who is disabled 
and unprepared for the job— like himself. He held up a chart illustrat- 
ing the state’s job losses upside down. 

National Federation of the Blind spokesman Chris Danielsen 
said the portrayal suggesting Paterson as befuddled and disoriented 
because of his blindness is “absolutely wrong.” No one from NBC, 
which produces “SNL,” could be reached for comment.

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Iraqis demand release 
of shoe-hurling reporter 


□ BAGHDAD Thousands of Iraqis took to the 
streets Monday to demand the release of a 
reporter who threw his shoes at President Bush 
in anger at U.S. policies, as support for the act 
and the journalist flowed in from across the Arab 
world. 

The protests came as suicide bombers and gun- 
men targeted Iraqi police, plus U.S.-allied Sunni 
guards and civilians, in a series of attacks Monday 
that killed at least 17 people and wounded more 
than a dozen others, officials said. 

The journalist, Muntadhar al-Zeidi, was being 
held by Iraqi security Monday and interrogated 
about whether anybody had paid him to throw his 
shoes at Bush during a news conference Sunday in 
Baghdad, said an Iraqi official. 


He also was being tested for alcohol and drugs, 
and his shoes were held as evidence, said the offi- 
cial, speaking on condition of anonymity because 
he was not authorized to talk to the media. 

Iraqi security guards wrestled al-Zeidi to the 
ground immediately after he tossed his shoes. 

Bush was not hit by the shoes, but White House 
press secretary Dana Perino suffered an eye injury 
when she was hit in the face with a microphone 
during the melee. 

Many are fed up with U.S. policy and still angry 
over Bush’s decision to invade Iraq in 2003 to 
topple Saddam Hussein. 

In Jordan, a strong U.S. ally, a 42-year-old busi- 
nessman, Samer Tabalat, praised al-Zeidi as “the 
man. ... He did what Arab leaders failed to do.”

China bans toxic 
food additives 

□ BEIJING Substances commonly used as 
industrial dyes, insecticides and drain clean- 
ers were included on a list of illegal food additives 
China released Monday as part of a monthslong 
government crackdown aimed at improving the 
country’s shoddy food safety record. 

Among the 17 banned substances was boric 
acid, commonly used as an insecticide, which 
is mixed with noodles and meatballs to increase 
elasticity, a statement posted on the Ministry of 
Health Web site said. Also forbidden was indus- 
trial formaldehyde and lye, used in making soap 
and drain cleaner and added to water used to 
soak some types of dried seafood to make the 
products appear fresher and bigger. 

A scandal over melamine-tainted infant for- 
mula, which likely killed six babies and sickened 
294,000 others earlier this year, prompted the 
government food safety campaign last week. 

Also on the list were various industrial dyes 
that are added to improve the appearance of 
food products.

Lions have chance to become NFL’s first 0-16 team

DETROIT The winless Lions didn’t get this 
awful overnight. It took several years and 
many mistakes by Matt Millen. 

The former general manager took over a 
mediocre franchise in 2001 and over seven- 
plus seasons, he built a team bad enough to 
pose a threat to be the NFEs first 0-16 team. 

Twice. 

Millen’s first team started 0-12, and the last 
one he shaped also has lost its first 14 games, 
heading into the final two weeks of the season 
against New Orleans and at Green Bay 

The Lions are an NFL-worst 31-95 since 
the Ford family handed the keys to their 
franchise to a Super Bowl-winning linebacker 
and TV analyst without a day of front-office 
experience. 

Their winning percentage of about 25 is the 
worst by an NFL team over an eight-season 
stretch since 1950, according to STATS. 

Angry fans at Ford Field chanted for Millen 
to be fired and even staged a march to protest 
his employment, but apathy has led to many 
of this year’s games not selling out. Some fans 
have mocked the franchise by asking the gov- 
ernment to bail out the team just as Detroit’s 
automakers are pleading with Congress for 
help. 

“Matt Millen deserves a majority of the 
blame because the talent here is awful,” said 
former Lion Kelvin Pritchett. “He’s a great 
guy, and if you talk to him long enough, he 
could sell you a stick of bubble gum, but he 
missed on most of his draft picks.” 

Millen was the first executive to take wide 
receivers in the first round of three straight 
drafts since the NFL and AFL merged drafts 
in 1967, and the experiment failed miserably, 
as did quarterback Joey Harrington. 

“’ You can’t blow that many first-round picks 
and have a good team,” said former Newark 
Giants coach Jim Fassel, who watched the 
Lions in person on Thanksgiving as a radio 
analyst. “If your first-round players aren’t Pro 
Bowlers, they should at least be major con- 
tributors.” 

Harrington was drafted No. 3 overall in 


2002. After Detroit traded him two years 
ago, he has been cut five times and is clinging 
to a job as a third-string quarterback in New 
Orleans. 

Charles Rogers, drafted No. 2 in 2003, is 
out of the league. An arbitrator ruled Rogers 
has to repay the Lions $8.5 million for dimin- 
ishing his value by failing a drug test in 2005, 
when his career ended. But the team isn’t 
banking on collecting much, if any, money 
from him. 

“They can’t do it alone,” Millen said in a 
2003 interview with The Associated Press 
when asked about Harrington and Rogers. 
“But in order for us to get where we want to 
get, we can’t look back and say we missed with 
those guys.” 

Millen also missed by drafting Mike 
Williams, taking the overweight receiver 10th 
overall in 2005, and on many more players in 
the draft. 

A couple of players — Shaun Rogers and Roy 
Williams— earned trips to the Pro Bowl, but 
they were both dealt within the past year. 

It’s perhaps early to judge the 2008 draft, 
but it appears as if Millen’s first draft in 2001 
was his only solid one. 

Millen’s first pick was Jeff Backus, a left 
tackle who has started each of the 124 games 
in his career. In the second round, he took 
center Dominic Raiola, who started 104 
straight games, and Shaun Rogers, a two-time 
Pro Bowler. 

Of course, the Lions haven’t won with 
them, either. When Raiola looks around the 
locker room, he can count only a few play- 
ers— Backus, Cory Redding and himself— 
who are in their second contracts after being 
drafted by Detroit. 

“We haven’t had enough draft picks that 
have panned out,” Raiola said. “We wasted 
too much. Fifteen guys at least on this team 
should be draft picks. You can’t hit on all of 
them, but you should hit right on 80 percent 
of them.” 

“Your first-round picks— especially the 
ones in the top 10 — have to pan out, and they 
haven’t around here.”

AFL sacks season 


NEW YORK The Arena Football League canceled its 2009 
season Monday pending an agreement with its players 
union. The decision throws the future of the 22-year-old 
league into question. 

The AFLs owners voted against playing next year 
during a conference call Sunday night. It was unclear 
what had changed since the league issued a statement 
Wednesday night that said the 2009 season had not 
been suspended “despite rumors and reports to the 
contrary” 

The league said in Monday’s statement it was 
“developing a long-term plan to improve its economic 
model.” 

“Every owner in the AFL is strongly committed to 
the league, the game, and, most importantly, the fans,” 
acting commissioner Ed Policy said in a statement. 
“Owners, however, recognize that, especially in light 
of the current unprecedented economic climate, the 
AFL, as a business enterprise, needs to be restructured 
if it is to continue to provide its unique brand of this 
affordable, fan-friendly sport.” 

“These are trying economic times,” rocker Jon 
Bon Jovi, co-owner of the Philadelphia Soul, said in a 
statement. “The revamping will ensure that the AFL 
continues to provide value to its fans and not only 
survives but thrives in the years to come.”

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Meatloaf meets its 

MATCH 

The Meatloaf Bakery’s Cynthia Kallile takes 
the savory cupcake trend to new extremes

Cynthia Kallile loves meatloaf. Big deal, right? 

Who doesn’t? But there’s a significant difference 
between Kallile and the rest of the meatloaf-lov- 
ing masses: She spent three years perfecting her recipes, added one 
wildly imaginative twist, then left her job in corporate communica- 
tions to dedicate herself entirely to the iconic American comfort food.

Last week, Kallile opened the Meatloaf 
Bakery, a carryout-focused Lincoln Park spot 
where the lineup includes eight varieties of 
meatloaf, from the classic Mother Loaf, based 
on her mom’s recipe, to the Wing and a Prayer 
Loaf, a Buffalo wing-inspired ground chicken 
loaf with blue cheese running through it. 
There also are daily specials such as Lamb- 
a-Licious, Nutty Veggie Loaf and Chicken 
Shish-Kaloaf, Kallile’s attempt to replicate 
the taste of a chicken shish kebab in meat- 
loaf form. 

Except— here’s the twist— it’s not exactly 
in meatloaf form. Kallile’s meatloaf is shaped 
like cupcakes and baked goods, then “frosted” 
with a potato, cheese or veggie topping. The 
Italian Loaf-a-Roma, for example, is formed 
to look like a cake and frosted with angel hair 
pasta tossed in marinara sauce, while the No 
Buns About It Burger Loaf is in cake form, 
frosted with three-cheese mashed potatoes. 

As restaurant concepts go, it’s easily the 
wackiest thing we’ve heard of all year. So 
we called up Kallile, hoping for a glimpse 
inside the creative mind of a profes- 
sional meatloaf cupcake baker. 

We have to ask: Why meatloaf? 

I’ve always wanted to do something 
with food. ... I come from a cooking 
family My mother’s an amazing cook and 
I like to cook. And I just like to play with 


recipes and not follow recipes— and meat- 
loaf is a perfect way to do it, because you can 
throw ingredients together. 

But how do you get from regular meatloaf to 
meatloaf shaped like baked goods? 

I started working on different recipes, and I 
had an assist from my nephew in New "York, 
who’s a foodie. And in New York, there are 
these one-item concepts, and we just said, 
you know, let’s go with meatloaf. And then I 
had the idea, with all the cupcake frenzy— 
you know, meatloaf basically is unattract- 
ive— so let’s make it fun-looking. 


So you sell meatloaf in the shape of 
a loaf and meatloaf in the shape of 
cupcakes. But is it really meatloaf if it’s 
not a loaf? 

That’s where we kind of stretch it a little 
bit. Every offering is made in a cupcake 
for single serving. But for people who 
want to buy a pastry, we have five options. 
It can either be a loaf or it can be a layer 
cake or it can be a pie. For example, our 
Herby Turkey, the pastry version is actually 
in a pie. Our salmon, our Omega-3 Loaf ... 
that is in a puff pastry tart. And we have a 
Yule log. 


Meatloaf or cupcake (or both)? 

Mom’s classic meatloaf takes new form via the Meatloaf Bakery’s “cupcakes”: 
Wing and a Prayer Loaf, Yentl Lentl Loaf and the Mother Loaf. 


What’s next? 

You know how you get the profiteroles with 
the ice cream? I’d love to do just little prof- 
iteroles with a blop of meatloaf. You could do 
like a jelly roll ... the possibilities are endless. 


Your menu says you’ll do special orders. 
Would you ever attempt a meatloaf wedding 
cake if some meatloaf lover wanted one at 
her wedding? 

Sure, why not? Depends on how many layers 
she wants ... that would be tricky 


You obviously like meatloaf. But do you like 
cupcakes? 

Yes, I’ve always liked cupcakes. I’m kind of 
a purist, which is interesting, because I’ve 
created all of these interesting variations on 
meatloaf. But when it comes to cake, I just 
like a wonderful vanilla cupcake with a fabu- 
lous vanilla frosting. 


Have you heard of Meat Loaf, the musician? 

Oh, yeah! I have. “Bat out of Hell.” I like a 
couple of his songs. 


Do you have a favorite? 

No, but maybe I’ll have him here for 
my grand opening. Wouldn’t that be fun?

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Rejects with swagger 


Fort Worth Star-Telegram 

The All-American Rejects have racked up 
numerous Top io singles and sold in excess 
of 3 million albums, but people don’t neces- 
sarily talk about them like they do the Jonas 
Brothers. 

But the Oklahoma foursome’s next 
album— “When the World Comes Down,” 
which hits stores Tuesday— could change all 
that. 

Led by shout-along single “Gives You 
Hell,” frontman/bassist Tyson Ritter’s pitch- 
perfect pop-punk songs and smart, slicing 
lyrics are in full effect throughout “World,” 
positioning the band as a radio-ready outfit 
unafraid of showing a little fire. 

To shake off the dust and showcase the 
new tunes, the Rejects are in the midst of a 
club tour. We caught up with Ritter before a 
show in Boston to discuss the new music. 

Are the Rejects feeling nervous, confident, 
excited about the new album? 

We’re probably feeling a little too confi- 
dent about this. We’re really, really, really 
proud of what we’ve done. 

With “World,” did you guys have more time 
to flesh out ideas? 

We’ve always had that luxury We took 
two years to write “Move Along” and we 
took two years to write “When the World 
Comes Down.” We aren’t a band who spits 
out a record four months after they get 
off the road just so they can capitalize on 
some sort of single that’s about to fall off 
the charts. 

You guys made a point to write songs 
outside of a studio for this album. What 
inspired that? 

We went to Raven County, Ga.; we went to 
Vancouver; we went to Haight and Ashbury 
in San Francisco and we went to New 
Orleans. We definitely threw ourselves into 
the extremities of the United States and

North America. We had a good year last 
year, so I don’t think anything great comes 
without some sense of struggle, so we just 
took away all of our amenities. We back- 
packed through the mountains of Georgia 
and sort of soaked in isolation. 

What do you hope people get out of 
“World”? 

I hope people get a sense of this band hav- 
ing its own identity We’ve come into our 
own— I believe that’s what happened with 
this record. Every time we’ve put out a 
record, we’ve been compared to our con- 
temporaries, and I think this is the record 
where people are going to be pointing back 
at us.

The band’s third album, 
“When the World 


Comes Down,” isn’t striking obscure poses, 
inventing slang or playing with the audience 
through distancers like tension and distortion. 
It’s completely clear and even traditional pop 
music, but those over 16 likely will have no 
use for it. The All-American Rejects have a few 
more amperes of snarl than the Jonas Brothers 
and not nearly as many as Fall Out Boy. 


What they’ve got is good instincts for verse- 
versus-chorus songwriting; hormones; and a 
crucial pinch of smugness. “I wanna I wanna I 
wanna touch you/you wanna touch me too,” 
Tyson Ritter sings with cocky assurance in the 
album’s first track; but a few lines later the words 
that should be the most biting-“our love’s the 
perfect crime’-disappear in self-satisfaction. 

This band has been smug before, as on “Dirty 
Little Secret,” from 2005. But now, either when 
smugness is the desired point (“Gives You Hell”) 
or not (“Mona Lisa”), it’s built into the music, 
with chord changes you can see coming from 
20 paces. And ultimately Ritter’s overwrought- 
deadpan singing presents a single emotion: 

It’s a defensive sort of cool, ben ratliff, new york

No one paid Patrick Stump much mind dur- 
ing an evening shopping excursion at Academy 
Records in New York’s East Village early last 
month. Flipping through racks of albums, he 
worked his way through blues, jazz, world and 
rock like any other record nerd. 

Stump, 24, prefers it this way That he is the 
lead singer of the multiplatinum rock band Fall 
Out Boy has done little to convince him that 
attention is something to warm to. Instead 
Stump has quite willingly ceded the spotlight, 
if it was ever on him, to the band’s bass player, 
Pete Wentz, 29, the attention vacuum known 
for marrying Ashlee Simpson-Wentz, hosting 
his own show on MTV and oversharing on 
the Internet, including photos of his nether 
regions that surfaced in 2006. 

On Tuesday Fall Out Boy, which also includes 
guitarist Joe Trohman and drummer Andy 
Hurley, will release “Folie a Deux,” its fifth 
album. The album comes at a time when Stump 
is also in increasing demand as a producer for 
other artists. Stump is perhaps the least visible 
lead singer of any popular band, preferring to let 
Wentz grab most of the attention. 

“I never really felt like the frontman type,” 
Stump said later that evening at the Midtown 
hotel where, the night before, he had celebrat- 
ed Barack Obama’s victory with a bottle of 
champagne, alone. “I got really lucky in Pete. 
He’s such a personality that I don’t have to be 
a character, really It’s selfish that I let him get 
thrust into that, but it was awesome for me.” 

Stump, from Glenview, has fronted Fall Out 
Boy since its inception in 2001 in the Chicago- 
area punk scene, and he has been the primary 
architect of the group’s sound, which in short 
order has evolved from spiky emo to radio- 
friendly pop-punk. 

Wentz, from Wilmette, who writes the 
words, is responsible for the group’s hyper- 
literate emotional heft, but it is Stump who 
takes it from there, chiseling Wentz’s lyrics 
into traditional song structures, then writing 
the melodies, hooks and arrangements for the 
other band members to play And though it’s 
Wentz’s feelings coming out of his mouth, it’s 
Stump who is the voice of the band.

Pete Wentz gets all the attention, and Fall Out Boy

“I don’t think Pete thinks of himself as a 
bass player,” Stump said. “I think he thinks of 
himself as a singer. He sings through me.” 

When Stump auditioned for Fall Out Boy, 
it was to be the drummer. “I sing because Pete 
wanted me to,” he said. “I sing because Pete 
saw in me a singer.” 

In recent years Stump has begun working 
outside Fall Out Boy, producing both in the 
hip-hop sense, making beats for Lupe Fiasco 
andTyga, and in the rock sense, helping shape 
songs by Gym Class Heroes, Cobra Starship 
and the Hush Sound. 

“Patrick’s strongest skill as a producer is hav- 
ing a great sense of melody, where the focus on 
certain lyrics should be,” said Greta Salpeter of 
the Hush Sound. “He doesn’t really engineer 
anything. It doesn’t matter if you know how to 
set up a microphone. The only thing that mat- 
ters to him is that you have a great song.” 

No one seems more pleased with, or relieved 
by, Stump’s evolution than Wentz. 

“Patrick, I think, is a musical genius. He has 
a natural grasp of music theory,” Wentz said. 
“But who I have been has infringed upon that. 
I feel as though I’ve made it harder for people 
to understand that.” 

When speaking of his role in the band, 
Wentz is given to the grand metaphor. His 
courting of attention, or infamy, was, he said, 
“the booster rocket on the shuttle— it needs to 


drop off so the rocket goes where it can go.” 

Wentz insists that Stump has been the band’s 
center of gravity all along: “I think people will 
remember the immense ideas that Patrick had. 
He’s definitely a lottery ticket.” 

If still a reluctant one. A couple of weeks 
after shopping at Academy Records, Stump 
was in New York again, drafted into star duty 
for the finale of the MTV show “TRL,” which 
fell a few days before Simpson-Wentz gave 
birth. Diddy and Taylor Swift were there. 
Snoop Dogg and Kid Rock, too. And Stump, 
shrugging off his invisibility cloak, did what he 
could to savor the moment.

“Sometimes I’ll be somewhat discontent, and I’ll 
want more of a part of this or that,” said Trohman, 
who is from Winnetka. “But on this record I asserted 
myself more, and I think it was pretty welcome.”

Caution: Too much 
‘Momma’ drama 

Everything Ryan Seacrest does seems to 
turn to gold. Maybe not this time. 

At 9 p.m. Tuesday, the ‘American 
Idol” host and NBC sink to a new low 
with the premiere of “Momma’s Boys,” 
a reality dating show from Seacrest and producing partner Andrew 
Glassman. “Boys” has 32 women vying for three bachelors. The twist: 
The three guys’ moms move into a Santa Barbara mansion with the 
32 women to help their sons choose the right gals. 

“I can relate to this concept because I’m pretty close to my 
mother,” Seacrest told journalists last week during a phone 
interview “I don’t take her out on dates with me ... but she is part of 
the decision-making process, whether it’s personal or professional.” 

But the show’s controversy doesn’t just stem from the moms 
meddling in matters of the heart. 

One mom, Khalood Bojanowski of Washington Township, Mich., 
“was an equal-opportunity offender,” Glassman said. “She really is 
reality TV’s answer to Archie Bunker.” 

Bojanowski— “Mrs. B,” as she’s called on the show— provides 
shocks from the start when she describes the perfect gal for her 21- 
year-old son, J0J0 (yes, J0J0). 

“I cannot have a black one,” she says in a taped segment played for 
the 32 women. “I can’t have an Asian one; I can’t have a fat-butt girl. 
... No Jewish girl! No way, no way! I cannot stand them! I’m sorry, 
but I can’t handle them. It has to be a white girl.” 

I am not making this up. The women react accordingly when they 
meet Mrs. B. There’s a whole lot of yelling, crying and throwing of 
cocktail glasses. It’s something you’d expect to see on trashy cable 
shows. 

“We wanted to incorporate more cable-television sensibilities,” 
Seacrest said. “Obviously, it’s a big-budget network show, but we 
wanted some of that craziness and the loudness that you would 
generally see on a cable show.” 

It would be completely despicable if not for the lessons that Mrs. 
B will no doubt learn. Seacrest insists lessons are doled out— if you 
can stand watching until it happens. 

“Her son and these girls pummel her,” he said. “I mean they put her 
in her place over and over and over again. ... You almost root for it.” 

Lessons or not, I won’t be rooting for this show
